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School psychologist 
position to be re-posted

The Wilmington School 
Committee voted four to one last 
Wednesday night to repost the 
full time position of consulting 
psychologist for special needs 
children. 

Dr. Harriet Allen, who held 
that post for the past 15 years 
and served both special 
education and regular education 
students, was asked to vacate 
the post a few months ago, Since 
April, the school committee has 
attempted to “redefine the role 
of our counsulting psychologist 
and update the guidelines for 
that post, according to chairman 
Tony Accardi 

“That's all we've tried to do, 
said Accardi. “Dr. Allen is 
totally welcome to apply for the 
job,” he added 

A group of parents concerned 
over Dr. Allen's dismissal have 
tried, for the past two months, to 
draw attention to the action 
They have spoken out at several 
committee meetings and taken 
out ads, seeking to have Dr 
Allen restored to her position 
The school committee has 
remained adamant. Members 
have reiterated that, because of 
budget constraints, the position 


only. serve special needs __ 


children as money is available 
only for them 


Though the issue remains 
somewhat cloudy, it seems that 
part of the underlying problem 
may have to do with a testing 
requirement. In an interview 
Thursday, Dr. Allen stated that 
in the past, she took and used 
information from the test 
examiners rather than give tests 
herself. 

“It's not to their (school 
department's) advantage to use 
me in that way,”’ she said, It is 
Dr. Allen's contention that the 
counseling she did with 
youngsters and their parents 
was more important than the 
testing, as tests “just sit in a 
file" and may not be totally 
reliable or valid. 

When asked if she would 
reapply for the job, she said it 
depends on how the job 
description is written 

“If it’s something that cannot 
be done, | won't put myself in 
that position — it may be three 
jobs rolled into one.”

consultation, crisis intervention, 
and individual counseling 
Fredette made it clear he will 
not hire anyone without cer- 
tification or without having the 

‘capacity to do what's in the 
job description, though one 
person may not be able to fill the 
whole description at any one 
time, he added. 

Fredette also recommended 
that the school committee up- 
date the guidelines for all school 
psychologists. Presently, the 
system has two clinical 
psychologists who are school 
employees. Dr. Allen and one 
other part time person had been 
hired on a contracted services 
basis. 

Committeeman Shirley Callan 
said she was concerned abgut 
youngsters in regular education. 
Since they have lost a lot of 
services, she said, including 
those of Dr. Allen and Project 
Intercede, she felt a “‘disser- 
vice” was being done to those 
students. 

Dr. Allen concurred. In her 
interview she said the children 
in regular education classes will 
now be in “limbo” unless 
something can be done for them 
At this point, she said, either 

counselors will have to be 
more involved, even thugh they 
feel some concerns are beyond 
their expertise, or youngsters 
will have to be referred to 
outside help 

If this is the case, “it’s goitig 
to cost someone some money, 
Allen said. Also, she added, 
nine-tenths of the students 
should never be referred out as 
many problems can be “nipped 
in the bud

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Walter Hale prospered 
in the day of the iceman 


Walter Hale many years ago, 
hada coal yard off Clark Street, 
Wilmington. It is now owned by 
Earl Hupper 

Hupper, on June 25, won from 
the board of appeals the right to 
use the old driveway to get to his 
property. The driveway is 35 
feet wide, and 40 feet is required 
by the zoning bylaw 

Walter Hale was a man who 
made his mark in Wilmington in 
more ways than one, and what 
Earl Hupper has won is the right 
to build a home on land on which 
he may possibly find hunks of 
coal dating back 60 years. 
Walter,was the most prominent 
coal and ice dealer in 
Wilmington in the days when ice 
‘was delivered at the back door 
on the back of an iceman, and 
coal was something that went in 
through the cellar window, and 
was used in the family furnace 
to keep the house warm all 
winter. 

Oh yes, there were others, but 
Walter led the pack. Brad 
Eames, over on Woburn Street 
was possibly the first coal 
dealer. He had his coal yard a 
century ago on the old Salem & 
Lowell Railroad, where the

The main ingredient, inthe 
building of an ice house, was 
sawdust. Ice houses were big, 
with double walls on the outside. 
In those double walls tons of 
sawdust were poured, to act as 
insulation. 

Silver Lake was an area of 
summer camps. The residents 
didnot need coal in the winter, 
but they did consume ice in the 
summer_and Walter Hale's 
icemen delivered it on their 
backs. 

On hot summer days all the 
ice that was not sold would have 
melted before the .icemen 
returned from their routes. 

A man who had Sold all his ice 
could turn all the money over to 
Walter Hale. So could a man 
who had sold only half of his ic¢: 
The other half would ‘nate 
melted, of course. % 

It was widely believed, and/ 


maybe it was true, that Walter -wasknawn, oyni 


the money, for ice that had bee: 
sold, but no one could prov! 
things. 

There are a couple of stories to 
be told about those ice houses. 

For some reason, in the early 
1920s, the employees began to 
call him ‘*Deaeen Hale."" Walter 
was a trustee of the Methodist 
Church.

The operators of the snack bar 
al the Livingston Street Park 
have been asked to appear 
before selectmen to explain 
alleged violations in their lease 
agreement on the town owned 
property, including why they 
were three months behind in 
rent. Michael Gentz, who holds 
the lease to operate the snack 
bar during summer months, has 
been questioned by Selectmen as 
to various alleged violations of 
the lease agreement 

Selectmen issued their 
questions June 25 and were 
prepared to vote on cancelling 
the lease until Selectman Bill 
Hallisey asked his fellow board 
members to allow Gentz an 
opportunity to explain his 
p@siltion. Gentz will appear 
before the board July 16. 

Although the lease is held by 
Gentz, the snack bar is actually 
operatred by his father-in-law 
and former Patriotic Activities 
Committee Chairman John 
Rosano. m 

Selectmen alllege Gehtz was 
three months behind in rent 
payments, had never filed a 
monthly gross income 
statement, had not paid utility 
bills for the snack bar, nor paid 
a common victualer license fee, 
all ‘requirements of the lease. 
Selectman Chairman Tom 
Girard, who raised the initial 
question June 25, said Tuesday 
that once Gentz heard the board 
had called him in for questioning 
he paid the back rent and 
common victualer license fees. 

Although the back. rent has 
been paid, Girard is still 
unhappy. “I’m not in the 
business of chasing people for 
money,” he said Tuesday. 


Girard said June 25 that rent 
payments had not been received 
tor April, May or June of 1985.

numerous letters we 
to them for prior 
violations of that lease in 
previous years,” he added. 
Girard also said another 
section of the lease calls for 
gross income statements to. be 
submitted to the town 15 days 
after the end of each month.

According to a secretary in the 
public works department, which 
oversees the building, those 
reporis have never been filed, 
Girard said while adding that 
common vitcular licenses for 
1984 and 1985 had never been 
paid for. 

“We see continually that we 
entered into a lease agreement 
to act in good faith and that has 
been violated. My opinion is that 
we've had numerous individuals 
in town who have approached us 
to run that (snack bar). They've 
(Gentz) had thore than an op- 
porunity to do business with the 
town," Giratd said while adding 
the town should not be in the 
position to “pursue” them for 
rent. 

Girard and Town Counsel 
Charles Zaroulis prepared _a 
Jegal document June 12 to “quit 
the lease." The document gave 
Gentz a chance to air his side to 
the board by requesting a 
hearing 

Hallisey, however, requested 
the board take no action on the 
document until after Gentz had 
a chance to explain. 

The questions were raised 
after complaints were filed 
against other organizations that 
were dispensing snacks on the 
park property.

Continued from S-1 
magnificence only to Baghdad,” 
but by the 11th century, internal 
dissensions and revolt prepared 
the way for its decadence. 

Cordoba fell to Fernando III in 
1236, after which many of its 
inhabitants fled, Robertson 
adds, and “its decline was 
hastened by Christian indif- 
ference to industry, trading and 
agriculture.” 

y 1775, according to the ever- 
caustic and amusing 
writer/traveler Henry Swin- 
burne, the provincial nobility of 
Cordoba spent most of their time 
in each others’ houses, enjoying 
“genteel refreshments, merry 
good-natured conversation, and 
some low card-playing”’ 

Swinburne’s~disdain for 
Cordoba’s nobility was so 
strong, in fact, that he wondered 
“how they ever learned to read 
or write, or having once attained 
so much, how they contrived not 
to forget it.” 

Today, Cordoba's surviving 
Moorish mosque, ‘‘La 
Mezquita,”’ is worth a stopover, 
though it's a place where the 
Middlesex members of 
“Passport to Spain’” indulged in 
neither genteel refreshment nor 
low card-playing. 

Because of a time bind and the 
hops by a majority of the Mass- 
achusetts travelers to witness 
the carving of bulls into burgers 
later that day in Madrid (a sport 
conducted only on Sundays and 
Thursdays), the stop in Cordoba 
abit ad just enough time for a 

rief tour ofthe mosque.  ™ 

When the Moors entered 
Cordoba in 711, they were 
content, according to Robertson, 
to share half of the Visigothic 
church of San Vincente as a 
peace of worship. But in 785 a 

lcorish ruler purchased the 
entire site from the Christians, 


cleared it, and began con- 

struction on the mosque, ‘‘to 

rival all others in.splendor, and 

to save his pepe the arduous 

pilgrimage to bomb of the 

propeet (Mohammed) at 
lecca."” 

The mosque, which finally fell 
into Christian hands, is now 
Cordoba's Roman Catholic 
cathedral, and includes a 300- 
foot high belfry, crowned by a 
figure of Saint Raphael. 
belfry is a tapering five-story 
square tower which replaced the 
original Moorish minaret. 

Inside the lue’s massive, 
battlemented walls (some of 
which reach a height of 60 feet) 
ie will find an eerie mixture of 

murky and the brilliant. 
Wandering, almost stumbling, 
in the oe loom after the 
bright Andalusian sunlight, you 
may suddenly come upon a 
gleaming, gilt ba angel or 
— at the center, tl lucky 
shock of a cruciform (cross- 
shaped) Renaissance church. 

cathedral chapter decided 
in 1523 to construct the incon- 
gruous inner church — over the 

ition of the city council, 
according to Robertson, and 
though the central structure 
provides a lofty and richly 
decorated roof, ‘‘Its situation is 
unappropriate and its con- 
struction involved the removal 
of about 60 ancient colummns."" 

This surprising mixture of 
Moorish and Renaissance archi- 
tecture so jars the eye and mind, 
in fact, that Robertson reports it 
even led the Emperor Charles V 
to reprove the cathedral 
chapter:

A labor of love for Jack Cushing

“My big thing is just being 
involved and doing things. I 
don't look for rest and 
relaxation as much as for 
accomplishments.”” 

‘A thoughitful Jack Cushing 
took time out of a recent 
Friday to talk about his in- 
volvement with the Fourth of 
July Committee and his views 
on family and growing up in 
Wilmington.

‘And the opportunities have 
certainly come her way. 

Though an involvement-in 
scouting for 12 years provided 
some of her “happiest 
years,” an appointment to the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission literally “turned 
my life around.” 

While a member of that 
organization, Adele put in 
“thousands of hours’ 
researching the history . of 
dozens of the town’s earliest 
homes, among them Harnden 
Tavern where she and 
Melinda Murphy conducted 
guided tours for school 
children. 

While chairman for three 
years, she contracted the 
reconstruction of the Tavern 
chimney, had the roof

Neilson’s “inspirational” 
articles in the Town Crier. 

With unflagging energy, 
Adele began a survey of 
historical property in town, 
wrote and edited the com- 
memorative 250th An- 
niversary book on 
Wilmingion history, and 
designed the familiar blue 
and white license plate sold 
during the town's an- 
niversary 

But her proudest moment 
came when she helped rescue 
the town’s first book of 
records from decay and had it 
‘properly restored, 
preserved, and rebound in 
leather at the New England 
Document Center in North 
Andover. 

Adele was also in- 
strumental in establishing the 
Friends of the Harnden 
Tavern, an auxiliary 
organization of the Historical 
Commission, six years ago. 
She and others held fun: 
draisers to furnish the Tavern 
and collect a ir sized” 
amount of artifacts for 
display in the building

middle of a “10 year love 
affair with square dancing,” 
being an active participant in 
the town’s square dance club 
Skirts ‘N Flirts. And because 
of a concern for the en- 
vironment and a love for 
canoeing on the Ipswich 
River, she joined the Ipswich 
River Watershed Association. 

Other outlets include figure 
skating, bicycling, sailing, 
and mountain climbing, 
having climbed MI. Lafayette 
in Franconia with her 
children a few years back. 

What lies ahead for this 
talented woman? Perhaps a 
book is in her future. Adele 
hopes someday to put her 
copius notes together into a 
history of Wilmington 
Perhaps some traveling is in 
her future. Adele would like 
nothing better than to visit 
her ‘‘ancestral lands of 
England and Germany 
Perhaps her luck will change 
and she will finally hit it big in 
the lottery, in which case 
Wilmington may just find

Passmore. 

A dedicated member of the 
Arts Council since its. in- 
ception five years ago and its 
very active chairman for the 
past three, Adele agreed to an 
interview last Thursday, 
primarily to talk about the 
main love of her life — art. In 
the process, she also delved 
into her personal 
background, her 209 year old

The Arts Council, which 
was formed in 1980 primarily 
through the efforts of high 
school art supervisor Pat 
Hallisey, held its first art 
show on the common the 
following year.

Several, such as 
oil painter Arthur Venditti, 
have even volunteered to 
demonstrate their techniques 
for interested residents.
